Wisconsin was a far different place 


on .the llth day of June, 1837, when 
Mr! FifieUl, with a party .of eight per- 
sons, landed in Milwaukee. The party 
left Montpelier, Vt, May 15, making 
the trip which now takes two days, 
in twenty-seven. 
. Walked From Detroit to St. Jo. 


The first stages were made in an 


old fashioned Concord coach, which 
was followed. 
by canal boat and 


steamer transportation until the par- 
ty reached Detroit, when it was de- 
termined to go across the lower pen- 
insula of Michigan 
tinuing by water, 


instead of con- 
The young men 


of the party, Mr. Fifield among the 
number walked from Detroit to St. 
Joseph, Mich., 
a distance of 280 


miles. 
At St. Joseph they secured 


passage on a small schooner, reaching 
Chicago during the first week in June 
and Milwaukee on the lltli of the 
same month. 


At that time the popu?ation of Chi- 


cago was less than 3,000 people and 
that of Milwaukee less than 500. Mil- 
waukee then had 
three divisions. 


Juneau on the east side of the riv- 
er, Kilbourtqwn on the west side, 
and Walker's Point on the south 
side. 


Trip to Bark River. 


In the 
party of which Mr.. Fi- 


fleld was a member there was. a Mrs. 
Brown with her five children, who 
had expected to meet her son, E. G. 
Darling, at Milwaukee. On her ar- 
rival she found that 
her son was 


•fifty miles out In the Icountry at 
Bark River, now Hebron, Jefferson 
county, building a saw mill for the 
Rock River Land Co. It was a-" ser- 
ious matter how to notify Mr. Darl- 
ing that his mother and her family 
were in Milwaukee and Mr. Fil.eld 
volunteered to walk to Bark River 
and teli-him. 
. Mr; Fifield's offer was accepted and 
he followed the blazed line and wag 
on tracks through 
the Milwaukee 


woods to Prairie Village, now Wau 
kesha, and from there took the Rock 
River trail to Bark Rive'r. Proceed 
ing on his journey in, due time he 
came to a double log heuse. built o 
tamarack logs and on inquiring the 
distance to - Prairie Village was in 
formed that he was already there 
He passed the night 
at a house 


about a mile further on on the trail 
to Bark River and the next morning 
he started on his lonely journey of 
thirty miles through 
the woods,

Thought It was An Indian. . 


He had only 
proceeded a few 


miles when he was overtaken by a 
man mounted on an Indian pony. 
Mr. Fifield at first mistook the man 
or an Indian intent on securing a 
white man's scalp and was relieved 
and delighted to 
find 
instead an 


agreealble icompan'ion, 
'Sheriff Aid- 


rich of Milwaukee, who was trying 
o overtake him for the sake of com: 
pany, having learned ,that a young 
man had just started ahead of him 
bound -for the same destination1. 


The sheriff kindly shared the' use 


of his pony on the plan of "ride and 
tie" as lie termed it. One would 
ride a mile or two then tie the horse 
and proceed on foot. The other, on 
reaching the horse, 
,would mount, 


overtake the first one and proceed 
a mile or so, when the -operation 
would be repeated. In 
this novel 


manner they reached 
Bark River 


about three o'clock in the afternoon. 


Drove Four Ox Teams". 


Mr. Fifield began his life in the 


west by hiring to Mr. Darling to 
drive a four ox team, .employed in 
hauling logs to the . new mill. His 
cash assets amounted to the munifi- 
cent sum of 12.50 and he was bur- 
dened with a debt, of $42 which he 
iad borrowed for the expense of his 
journey on leaving home. From the 
law logs hauled by Mr. Fifield was 
sawed the lumber .which Mr. Jones 
purchased, paying six twenty dollar 
?old pieces for 6,000 feet, and out of 
which the first'frame house in Janes- 
ville 'was built. 


Mr. Fifleld continued to drive the 


ox-team for ten months but during 
the summer he made a claim on the 
bank of Rock River near Jefferson 
where he continued to improve and 
cultivate the farm, working at times 
on river rafting lumber into 1845, 
when he sold 'his land. 


The First Lum&er Yard, 


The following year he came to this 


city 
and 
opened the first regular. 


lumber yard in Janesville, 
a yard 


which has been kept up continuous- 
ly, has • always been of some mem- 
ber of Mr. Fifield's family and. is 
now carried on by his sons, Frank E. 
and James S. Fifield. 


Pleasant Reminescenses. 


When Mr. Fifield came to Wiscon- 


sin there was not a frame house in 
the Rock river valley above Beloit 
and there was no bridge or estab- 
lished ferry across the river. 
The 


nearest post office was at Milwaukee. 
and all provisions had to be hauled 
from, that place or the south. In 
lookting back to those early days 
over the great changes which have 
been wrought by man's industry and 
in which Mr. Fifield played an im- 
portant part, his memory must, be 
enriched by many pleasant remins- 
cences. It is the hope of his many 
frienjds that he may live long to 
enjoy them and to see future pro- 
gress.

ing, fagging and other mild forms of

What shall 
constitute 


itaazlng is set -forth as follows: 


"Any cadet who shall strike, lay 


lands upon, treat with violence, dis- 
turb in his room or tent, tr offer bod- 
ily harm to a new cadet or candidate, 
With intent to punish, injure, annoy, 


. molest or harass the same, or who 
shall, with the same intent, invite, or-. 
<ler, compel or permit a.new cadet or 
candidate to sweep his room or tent, 
make his bed, bring water, clean his 


' arms, equipments or accoutrements, or 


perform any other menial serv-ice for 
him, or to assume any constrained po- 
cltion, or' to engage in any form of 
physical exercise, or who shall, with 
the same Intent, invite, order or com- 


• pel any new cadet or candidate to eat 
" or drink any article of food, or to 


take into his mouth any article what- 
ever, or to do for. him anything in- 
compatible with the position of a cadet 
and gentleman, or any cadet, whose 
duty it is to enforce camp, barrack or 
mess regulations, who shall permit 
any new cadet or candidate to eat or 
drink any article of food, or to take 
Into his mouth any article whatever 
in violation of said regulations, shall 
fce summarily dismissed from the mili- 
tary aademy." 
Hazing also includes 


"any other treatment of a "tyrannical, 
abusive, shameful, insulting or humil- 
iating character." Dueling or personal 
combat is also prohibited and the prin- 
cipals and other persons involved, or 
any cadet abusing or condemning an- 
other for declining to accept a chal- 
lenge, will be dismissed.

TESTS BRAIN BY MACHINE. 


Iowa 
Professor Invent* Novel Instru- 


ment* 


Omaha, Neb., June 12.—Professor 


Carl Seashore of the Iowa state uni- 
versity has Invented a machine which 
he calls the "psycherograph," designed 
for testing the human brain. By it, he 
says, can be determined "what you 
are good for." 


The inventor asserts that his ma- 


chine will be of special value to em- 
ployers who desire to determine the 
relative, brightness and ability of can- 
didates for positions. The instrument 
is the only one of the kind and theorig- 
inal model has been used . to study 
the school children of Iowa City. It 
has been remarkably successful, pick- 
ing out the brightest pupils, the dull- 
est arid the nervous. 


The machine is simple and consists 


of two parts, one looking like a type- 
writer and the other like the recording 
apparatus on a telegraph instrument. 
Its operation la also simple, the clos- 
ing of an electric key and the pressing 
of a clock lever being all that is neces- 
sary to make the recording go- on au- 
tomatically. 


To make the desired test the person 


sits in front of the instrument and 
places a finger on each of the 
four 


keys as on a typewriter. 
Those keys 


are labeled' with colors. The key .of 
the color touched by the person being 
tested is then touched by the opera- 
tor and by electrical .action the color 
in the slot is immediately changed. 
This color key is pressed, another color 
appears, and the action is continued as 
long as desired. •
